Among the Bechuanas there is no para- 
mount chief, though they refer themselves to 
acommon origin. They are more effeminate 
than the Caffres, and those of them who 
Wel Subjteated by Moschkatze gave no 
trouble to the Boers, who very wisely sidled 
away from Caffres, of whom they universally 
entertain a very wholesome dread When 
they (the Boers) wish to appear valiant 


they name the Bechuanas “ Caflres,’ 
and may without much danger ‘‘per- 
form brilliant service before the 


enemy,’ seeing our Government at the Cape 
prevents the Bechuanas from receiving sup- 
plies of gunpowder—althougl they never 
gave us any trouble—and allows a free sup- 
ply to the Boers, who haae. Among the 
negroes beyond 18* the system of paramount 
chiefs prevails in somewhat greater force 
thar in Caffreland. Matiamvo is the para- 
mount chief of a very widely scattered tribe 
called Balonda (or Balunde);but the various 
chiefs who profess subjection to him are per- 
fectly independent, yet use his name as a 
sort of bugbearto each other, and every 
few years send hima present. Cazembe 
calls himself a veseal of Matiomve too, and 
has an hereditary claim to be general -in-chief 
to him in somwhat the same way one of our 
Scottish peers does in reference to his clan. 
Monomotapa(Lord Motapa), often named 
by the Portuguese the “mperor,” is another 
of the paramount chiefs; but, though former- 
ly subsidised by the Portuguese and honou- 
red witha guard of European troops, Is 
certainly not such a powerful man as Sand- 
illab in Caftreland. 

Now, these various chiefs, though nearly 
independent of each othar, are by no means 
independent of their people. Suppose a 
man is dissatisfied with one chief he can 
easily transfer himself to another, and asa 
chief’s importance increases with the number 
of his follower fugitives are alway received 
with openarmes. ‘The chief of the Balobale 
who are west of the Balonda (12* and 13* 
S. lat., 23* E. long.), sold some of his people 
a few years ago to Mambari. ‘The conse- 
quence was, whole villages passed over to 
the Balonda, and we saw them as an impor- 
tant part of the population under Shinte. 
Slavery invariably producess bad neigbbour- 
hood. Nearly all. the Portuguese wars have 
had this element in them,—‘they received 
and kept our fugitive slaves.” So constan- 
tly is this the case | cannot conceivea cor- 
dial friendships between the United States 
and Ingland till either a fugitive slave act 
is operative in Canada and England, or 
slavery is abolishedin the South. In Africa 
an extensive slave system could not be car- 
ried out anywhere except in. the spaces in- 
closed in the deep reedy rivers of the Great 
Valley. One of the queens of the Sebit- 
uane tried to escape thence to the south; 
but though accompanied by eight attend- 
ants, she got so entangled in the branches 
of the rivers as to be obliged, after a month’s 
absence, fo giveherselfup. In all the other 
parts of the county the facilities for escape 
are so great that the slave system, even 
though it were desirable to establish it could 

D 
not be worked. Would it be necessary? 
‘Take the most free and independent persons 
in the country, the Bashmen and Bakalahari: 
they kill and prepare upwards of 30,000 
small animals, the skins of which are taken 
annually to the Cape in the shape of karos- 
ses. Ultimately many of them purchase tea 
in China. ‘Three or four traders manage 
the whole affair. Ask an American, and he 
would answer that these animals could only 
be collected from the desert by slave labour. 

Then in Angola a very large amount of 
ivory, beeswax, and palm and sweet oil is 
exported. We met hundreds of people 
carrying these articles to the cost, ‘The 
Balonda and Ambond collect most beswax 
by means of hives, which we saw at a distence 
of a few miles on trees in the forest. They 
are not given to steal each other’s honey, 
froma fear of medicine being placed on the 
trees. Lor the most part, nearly all the wax 
is collected by perfectly free agency, though 
to one sitting in Loando the amout seems 


enormous. Andso ofthe palm and sweet 
oil. Itis produced by independent negroes, 


and had they roads, as I recommended they 
should have, in Angola, the porduce would 
be multiplied a hundredfold. Tsay this be- 
cause of the cheap rate at which these arti- 
cles many be obtained from the cultivators 
in the interior, and they very wonderful pre- 
dilection which all Africans have for barter. 
Tn connexion with this subject I may men- 
tion that before our cruisers, were so in 
creased in number as to repress the trade in 
slaves, the traders went inland and purchased 
slaves suflicient to carry the. wax, ivory, &c. 
they could find to the coast, Both were sold 
for exportation. But when our cruisers be- 
came by increased numbers more eflicieut a 
new system was necessary; and now the 
Government of Angola compels the negroes 
living under it to render service in transpor- 
ting marchandise at a fixed rate to the coast. 
‘This was pretty clear proof that the slave 
trade was repressed, though it did not prove 
its entire suppression. We cannot always 
trace an untruth to its author. [had umbt-

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bed a Yankee notion that our cruisers only 
made bad worse and increased by interfer- 
ence the horrors of the middle passage. My 
brother, a clergyman in the United States, 
heard a professor of political economy assert 
tke same thing; and as our cousins like to 
say remarkable things, it wsa added, “En- 
gland would adopt amore humane course 
were she to fit up a line tike the Cunard to 
transport the negroes from Africa to Cuba 
in comfort.” 1 was led away by these and 
other statements madein Parliament. But 
in Angola I found “ the time of the slave 
trade”’ spoken of in the past tense. I saw 
slaves sold for 12s within 100 miles of the 
coast who formerly would have commaded 
70 dol.ars, and travelled with companies of 
slaves carried from Angola (chiefly woman) 
to be bartered among the Balonda for ivory 
and wax. ‘he entire trade is not closed, 
but it is so dangerous as to prevent any one 
except u very few daring characters risking 
their money in it. The heartiness manifested 
by all our officers in their work and other 
things made me rather ashamed of myself 
for imbibing what I could clearly see was 
rather a Yankee than an Iinglish notion, pro- 
pagated probably, in the first place, by those 
who may have been interested indirectly in 
the slave trade. and believed by those who 
were not, but had no means of testing its 
accuracy. ‘(he idea that the Africans could 
not produce cotton enough for the supply of 
England on their own soil I very much 
suspectis a Yankee notion too. Look at 
the insignificant island of the Mauritius, 35 
miles long by 25 broad;—a great piece of 
volcanic rock, and so little soil that the 
boulders which covered it must be placed in 
rows, as drystonedykes, in order to get space 
for the sugar cane; the holes are made for the 
cane between the rows, anda little guano 
added, for without that there would be no 
sugar; and when that partis exhausted the 
dykes must all be moved on to the inter ven- 
ing spaces. ‘I'he labor must all be brought 
by colonial money from India, and then 
Enlish enterprise produces sugar equal in 
amount to one-fourth of the entire consump- 
tion of Great Britain. The population of 
this wonderful little island, 200,000, is en- 
tirely free; the labourers, happy and compa- 
ratively free from the influence of caste, 
feel more friendly to Christianity and civil- 
isation, and often return home as such men 
to spend their after lifein ease and quiet. In 
deed, it is free labour which here, as in 
Angola, produces the large supply of the 
articles we need. The latter country con- 
tains a population of 600,000 souls average- 


ing from 5 to 7 per cent, are slaves.

The ice in the river began to move yes- 
terday and rushed down with great force; 
tore six schooners from their moorings, 
sweeping all into the Lake.

As anticipated yesterday, a tremendous 
flood occurred, damaging property last night 
to an amount impossible to conjecture, but 
which cannot fail to reach 2,000,000 dollars.” 
All last night the city was in confusion and 
excitement. The citizens were engaged all’ 
last night, in the docks and lower part of 
the city, in removing goods and storing them’ 
away in the second stories of buildings, 
where it was thought the flood could nos 
reach, t ut their calculations proved errone- 
ous. ‘lhe waters rose so rapidly that those 
who were on the docks and piers were com- 
pelled to make a rapid retreat. The water 
in the river continued rising until five this 
morning, when it reached a point three feet 
hiyher than ever known before. The en- 
tire lower part of the city is flooded as high 
as Green-street. Persons who had retired 
to bed, thinking themselves safe, were arous- 
ed by horsmen who rode through the wat- 
ers, knocking at doors of houses, to arouse 
the sleepers to a sense of their dangers 
The wildest confusion prevailed; the people 
in the lewer part of the eity having barely 
lime to escape with their lives. About three 
o’clock the alarm bells were sounded for fire 
when the flames were discovered bursting 
forth from houses in different parts of the 
city. I, C. Warner and Son’s lime-kilns 
and buildings on South-street and Broadway 
Gibson & Kalter’s plaining mills, at the foot 
of Fourth-street, and W.R. Burrett’s fire 
brick store on the piers were all in flames 
at the same time, the fires having originated 
through the slackening of lime. The heights 
of the water rendered it impossible for the 
engines to reach the scene of confusion, but 
the firemen put off in boats with buckets, 
and confined the flames to the buildings 
where they originated. About this time 
the wind changed and became piercingly 
cold. 

The propeller Western World, lying in 
front of Burret’s sture, caught fire and was 
scuttled and sunk, to save her cargo of 4,- 
0OV bushels of corn.
